The  foilomng  reguhtiona  were  adopted : 

1. — Three  members  shall  form  a  quorum,  who  shall  meet  every  morning  at  the  Grand 
Jury  Room  in  the  Court  House,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m. 

2. — Medical  Practitioners  are  requested  to  send  in  each  morning  to  the  Board  of 
Health,  at  the  hour  of  10 — the  daily  reports  of  the  state  of  the  health  of  the  Town,  as 
fartis  it  is  within  their  knowledge.  ' 

is. — The  Board  of  Health  shall,  in  their  discretion,  publish  the  medical  reports  for 
'the^{^formation  of  the  public. 

'  4. — The  Superintendants  In  the  several  Wards  of  the  Town  as  now  appointed,  are 
'diS^fisd  to  acquamt  the  Inspectors  in  their  several  wards  that  they  are  in  addiuon  to  their 
present  duty  required  to  consider  themselves  w  attached  to  the  Board  of  Health,  to  act 
under  their  orders  as  Health  Wardens. 

5. — The  Health  Wardens  in  their  respectrr*  wardsriritBlI  hvre  the  power  of  adding  to 
their  numbers,  Immediately  reporting  to  the  Boiitldf  ?]bMalth,  the  names  cf  the  persons 
BO  added. 

6. — The  Health  Wardens  shall  make  oat  4fttA^^flib<lioiise8  in  their  respecthre  wards, 
designating  as  clearly  as  may  be,  the  situatioiifcifr.thbHiOuses  by  street,  number,  and  as 
adjacent  to  public  or  well  known  buil^ng8:tl(l^ii$fTd[  the  occupant-T-«umber  and  oc« 
cupation  of  the  inmates  of  each— the  lists  to  W^t^iftfwd  in  the  hall  of  eadi  house  for 
the  information  of  the  Medical  Gentlemen. 

7. — In  the  event  of  sickness  being  found  in  any  house  within  their  warda— the  Health 
Warden  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  nearest  Medical  Oentlenan  named  in 
the  annexed  list* 


S. — The  Heilib  Wardeas  are  aDtberise^  when  it  ahall  be  required  by  a  Kfedieal 
attendant  to  incur  the  eipense  of  providing  immediate  means  for  (he  conTeyance  of 
paiienta  from  theu-  houa^es  to  the  Hospital. 

9;— The  Health  Wardens  are  strictly  enjoined  to  inferce  upon  the  scTeral  hoosehoU 
ders  withiti  their  several  wards,  the  necessity  of  immediatelv  calling  for  the  assistance  of  a 
Medical  Practitioner,  in  the  event  of  sickness  appearing  in  their  houses. 

lO:— The  Superintendants  of  the  several  wards  are  enjoined  to  pay  occasional  Tisita 
to  all  the  houses  in  their  wards,  with  a  view  to  the  enforcement  of  these  and  all  the  regula- 
lions  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

1 1. — A  due  observance  of  the  regulations  adopted  in  an  adjourned  Quarter  F>e8sions, 
held  on  the  I8th  instant,  relating  to  <he  cleanliness  of  the  town,  under  the  observance  of  the 
Superintendants  and  Inspectors,  whose  duties  are  now  connected  with  the  Board  of  Health, 
iS  particularly  urged  on  all  the  Inhabitants :  whose  attention  to  the  means  pointed  out,  and 
especially  the  frequent  and  ample  use  of  Lime  in  whitewashing  is  earnestly  intreated. 

1 2. — Inn-keepers  and  persons  keeping  lodgers,  are  desired  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
of  each  week  to  report  to  the  Board  of  Health,  the  number  of  Boarders,  9c.  in  their  ret* 
spective  houses,  and  whether  there  are  any  sick  Q^rson  amongst  them. 

13. — The  following  list  of  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  Town  is  published  for  the 
information  of  the  public — ^but  should  the  name  of  any  Medical  Oentlemaa  be  omitted, 
he  is  respectfully  requested  to  send  it  in  to  the  Board.
